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Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Chow does not teach determining an account number at a middleware tier. Examiner disagrees. The middleware tier 
(application server) of Chow makes a determination of an account number by accessing a host database. (STEP 92, FIG. 2). Applicant 
argues that claim 1 recites that the host system is not available. However, claim 1 only recites "determining, at said middleware tier, that 
said host processing system is unavailable." Said step may be separate from the step of determining an available account number. That 
is, there is no linking limitation such as "upon determining, at said middleware tier, that said host processing system is unavailable, 
determining, at said middleware tier, an available account number". Therefore, Chow does, in fact, teach determining an available account 
number at a middleware tier. For the aforementioned reasons, the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as unpatentable over Chow 
in view of Bhuyan is maintained. 

Examiner notes that Rousseau (2003/0040997, cited in prior Office action) teaches the determination of an available account number while 
a back-end system is unavailable (see abstract, FIG. 7B). This reference is not used in the current rejection of independent claim 1 but it is 
pertinent to what applicant contends to be distinguishable over the combination of Chow and Bhuyan (see Remarks 2/9/2009). 
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
